CASE OF HYDROPHOBIA. 



Some throe weeks ago a dog afflict 
ed with rabies attacked a yearling be 
longing to John Flower?, col., neai 
Newstead, Bnd succeeded iu biting 
the animal several times before he was 
dispatched. About a week ago the 
calf showed signs of hydrophobia and 
became „o unruly that Flowers decid- 
ed to kill it. He accordingly went 
out to the field where the animal was 
cutting its capers, guu in hand, and 
when within a few yards of his object, 
made preparations to fire. Tha calf 
made a rush for him and ho fired, but 
the load went wide of its mark and 
the animal was so clOM on him that 
he dropped his gun and was thrown 
violently to the ground. The calf al- 
so fell and then came the death strug- 
gle, Flowers managed to land on top, 
and yelling for help, was heard by 
Alex Watt, col., who was hunting i 
by. Watt came to his rescue in 
haste and shot the animal dead, thus 
saving Flowers from what might 
have b^en a horrible death. Flowers 
has been almost prostrated since and 
fears that he may yet become the vie 
tinu of an attack of rabies from such 
close contact with the affected aui 
mal.

Before knowing aught of its origin 
(the Cathedral of SS. Peter and I'atil), 
save that It was founded by Peter the 
Great, whose modest cottage lies close 
by, carefully shielded from the weather, 
iiiid whose experiences In wostern 
Europe gave him a preference for the 
stylo of the time in which he lived, one 
could vouch by merely looking at It 
from the south sldo of the Nova, across 
the stream, that it was designed by 
Dutchman, writes tho St Petersburg 
ident of tho London News, 
icvoid alike of stateliness and 
Tt has a singular spire, a true 
fleche, rising from a, nondescript rotund 
protuberance that Is supported by a 
stucco tower. But, perhaps, the most 
reiiutrkabk' thing about this structure 
Is the fact that the knob and spire wero 
covered, to begin with, in, beaten gold 
worth over four thousand one hun- 
dred pound sterling, which has had to 
be hud out more than once, for the 
spire has suffered several times from 
lightning. Tho building Itself, which 
is of a dull green— a washed-out eau do 
Nil — is two hundred and ten foet long 
and ninety-eight feet wide, thus differ- 
ing from most Russian churches, which 
In the form of a Greek, or equal- 
ed, cross. Within a few Inches of 



ing badly proportioned, but this evil is 
abated by the space of the high altar 
behind the ikonostas, or sacred picture 
screen answering to our western rood 
screen, which shortens the east and 
west dimensions at all times save for a 
few minutes at high mass. The in- 
ternal decorations are a'bizarre combin- 
ation of Byzantine art, with that of tho 
worst period, tho most dowdy, the 
decadence, of the renaissance, and not 
even during great function can the In- 
side be called imposing. 

Right and left outside the great gate 
of ikonostas are six very plain white 
marble sarcophagi and at the wcs,t end 
arc two similar rows, while the whole 
of the north side and nearly the whole 
of the south side of the church are 
filled with similar tombs. Not that 
they are real tombs. They merely 
mark the spaoei below where the Ro- 
manoffs lie in vaults. And there is

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every sarcophagus is a brass escutcheon 
giving In the Russian language the 
styles and titles of him or her who lies 
below, little recking of the gray-coated 
soldiers who keep guard over them, 
and who, capless, bear themselves as 
though they felt to their souls the 
solemnity of the place and their duty. 
Interspersed among the white marble 
tombs are palms in pots, plants which 
would bo all the better for a little 
water, though I am told '.hey are fre- 
quently changed and attended to. 
Tin re i - not a single seat In the edifice 
save a throne for the emperor and an- 
other for the empress, as the Russian 
worshiper is not by any means allowed 
to take his ease in a Domus Dei. 

Close to the south door is the tomb of 
Peter the Great, near an ikon of St. 
Peter, the frame of which gives the 
height and width of the first emperor 
at his birth. Facing this picture is 
the tomb of the Great Peter, with 
whom lies his wife and successor, 
Catherine L Catherine II. lies near 
the ikonostas. Opposite the tomb of 
Peter I. lies Nicholas I., with whom we 
mured forty years ago. Ili3 brother 
Coiistan tine's tomb is distinguished by 
two great iron keys, with colored 
ribbons attached, these being the keys 
of the old Polish fortresses of Zamosc 
and Modlin. Other o* the sarcophagi 
have medals and medallions in morocco 
cases lying upon them — Peter the 
treat's has the golden 
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torial color enough scattered about. 
Twenty-nine of the golden-framed 
ikona were painted by Russian artists 
to trf* order of Catherine II., and not 
one of tUem but deserves a little atten- 
tion, which may also be properly 
claimed by a marble "Descent from 
the Croa*'! bought abroad by Peter the 
Great, nnd a peal work of delicate and 
sympathetic art which seems, however, 
contrary to: the spirit of the rule of 
the orient*! uhu roll that there- shall bo 
no, Qth<jr. sculptural!, image thau the 
crucifix. ..... t _ . . j, 



siblo freaks of the prime- 
rhere.nre lofty peaks, bare 
baked into spires of burn- 
ing rock by the hot suns of millions of 
years. Tho valleys between are white 
deserts, covered v-ith bitter, dusty nnd 
blinding alkali that has made all that 
country a desert worso than Sahara 
ever was said to be. 

"The rivers run wide or turbid 
with this alkaline concretion in win- 
ter, and arc dry and dusty chann"ls in 
the summer. The peaks, tho valleys, 
nnd every fcatute of tho whole region, 
In fact, scrims to be thrown down upon

BULLET-PROOF CAR. 
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Invention is now at work to circum- 
vent the daring train robbers in tho 
west, the latest step in this direction 
being a bullet-proof car. 
. It is supplied, says the Boston Her- 
ald, with cages designed to be opened 
only from the outside, by a station- 
master, which are provided for the safe 
and the more valuable parcels, and the 
arrangement is such that if the rob- 
bers succeed in entering the car they 
will bo exposed to the fire of the mes- 
senger from a bullet-proof compart- 
ment In each end of the car, the mes- 
senger being also able to shoot along 
the sides of the car to protect the en- 
gineer or to prevent burglars and rob- 
bers from making an entry. 

The car has a double floor and double 
roof, and at each end is a messenger's 
compartment, from which he may shoot 
along the side of the car from out- 
ward ly-swing-ing sections provided with 
portholes, or through portholes in its 
end. At opposite sides of tho car, ad- 
joining each messenger's compartment, 
are strongly-formed barred compart- 
ments or cages, for the reception of 
safes, etc., each cage being reached by 
a door opening into the body portion of 
the car, and a passageway is left on 
one side of each cage from tho mes- 
senger's room to the central portion of 
tho car. This passagewuy is designed 
to be closed at each end by doors car- 
ried on the ends of a platform pivoted 
between the floors, the doors thus be- 
ing simultaneously opened nnd closed, 
and the arrangement being such that a 
robber guining access to the center of 
the car is liable to be shut in there or 
in the passageway by tho messenger, 
the latter taking refuge in one of the 
end compartments, where he may flro 
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by current from storage batteries. 
The canal boat, having a length of 
thirty-eight meters and carrying one 
dred and eighty tons, is driven at 
eed of "eighty-five centimeters per 
nd, an increase of forty per cent. 
• the speed with two horses, while 
the electrical energy consumed was 
about four and six-tenths hurse'-power. 
At times a' speed of one meter (three feet 
three inches) per second was obtained. 
It is now proposed to employ also a 
trolley system, as on the Bou'rgogne 
canal, and'to let the feed water -that 
maintains the_ levels at the proper, 
height operate dynamos generating 
the necessary, current. France has al- 
ways been foremost in the application 
of 'electricity to navigation.

PRACTICALLY PIRATES. 



Buoh Wore Some of Our Early 
Amerloan Anoestors. 



Sea stealing, though thoydid not call 
It by so harsh a name, was a leading 
Industry with the thrifty dwolh rs in 
this town two hundred years ago, 
writes Thomas A. Janvier in Harper*! 
Magazine. That was a good time /or 
Sturdy adventure afloat; and our well- 
mettled New Yorkers were not the 
kind then, any more than they are 
now, to let money-making chances slip 
away by default. Even in referring to 
what is styled (but very erroneously) 
the drowsy period of the Dutch domina- 
tion, the most romantic of our his- 
torians have not ventured the sugges- 
tion that anybody ever went to sleep 
■when there was a bargain to be made; 
and in the period to which I now refer, 
when the English fairly settled in pos- 
session of New York by twenty years 
of occupancy, exceeding wide awake- 
ness was the rule. Nor was anybody 
troubled with squeamishness. There- 
fore it was that our townsfolk, palter- 
ing no more with fortune than they 
did with moral scruples, set themselves 
briskly to collecting the 



These revenues were raised by two 
different systems, which may be 
likened, for convenience' sake, to direct 
and to Indirect taxation. In the first 
case, ourjrobust townspeople put out to 
sea in private armed vessels ostenta- 
tiously carrying letters of marque en- 
titling them to war against the king's 
enemies — which empowering docu- 
ments they construed, as soon as they 
liad made an offing from Sandy Hook, 
as entitling them to lay hands upon all 
desirable property that they found 
afloat under any flag. 

The indirect method of taxation had 
in it less heroic quality than was in- 
volved in the direct leA-y; yet was it, 
being safer in a business way and al- 
most as profitable) very extensively 
carried on. Euphemism was well 
thought of even then in New York: 
wherefore this more conservative class 
of sea-robbers posed squarely us honest 
merchants engaged in what they 
termed the lied sea trade. At the foot 
of the letter, as our French cousins 
say, their position was well taken. 
Their so-called merchant ships dropped 
down the harbor into the bay and 
thence out to the seaward, carrying, 
for merchant men. oddly-mixed lad- 
ings, whereof the main quantities were 
arms and gunpowder and cannon-balls 
and lead, and strong spirits, and pro- 
visions and general sea stores. Making 
a course to the southeastward, they 
would slide around the cape to some 
convenient meeting-place in the Indian 
ocean, usually Madagascar, where they 
would fall in with other ships— where- 
of the lading was eastern stuffs, and 
spices, and precious stones, and a good 
deal of deep-toned yellow-red Arabian 
gold. No information was volunteered 
by their possessors, a rough-und-tuiuble 
dare-devil bushy-bearded set of men, 
as to where these pleasing commodities 
came from; nor did the Neu Yorkers 
manifest an indiscreet curiosity— being 
content that they could exchange their 
New York lading for the oriental 
lading on terms which made the trans- 
action profitable (in Johnsonian phrase) 
beyond the dreams of avarice. When 
the exchange had been effected tho 
parties to it separated amicably; the 
late venders of the oriental goods be- 
taking themselves, most gloriously 
drunk on their prodigal purchase! of 
West Indiu rum. to parts unknown, 
and the New Yorkers decorously re- 
turning with their rich freightage to 
their homo port. 

Neither of these methods of acquir- 
ing wealth on the high sea:;, the direct, 
or the indirect, seems to have received 
the unqualified indorsement of public 
opinion in New York in those days 
which came and went again two hun- 
dred years ago; yet both of them were 
more than tolerated, and the Rod sea 
fade unquestionably was regarded as 
a business rather than as a crime. Re-
